The nomination of Mr. Stone was 
sent to the senate within a few houis 
after the vacancy on the highest cotnt 
was created through, the retirement 
of Associate Justice Joseph McKen 
na, who himself was appointed

the court from the attorney general- 
ship 27 years ago by President Me 
Kinley. "

The desire of Justice McKenna. to 
leave the court was communicated to 
the president several weks ago, am? 
accordingly the formal announcement 
of his retirement was followed by 
quick action at the "White-House .The 
executive evidently had discussed the 
matter previously with Mr 
Stone, 
but ,the final conference was not held 
tirrtil Monday afternoon. An hour later 
the nomination of Mr. Stone was sent 
to the senate and was referred by

The terms France frill propose or hopes 


to receive are pure speculation. Exchang- 
es on the subject now in progress between 
the two governments are tentative and 
preliminary. 
According to the best in- 


formation. France has made no definite 
proposal. 
She is merely feeling out her 


way, 
which is what any other shrewd 


debtor in her position would do under 
like circumstances. She wants to get the 
best terms possible, and that is what the 
United States or any other country would 
do1 were the situation reversed. 


The best thing- for the American people 


to do is to leave the matter to the good 
judgment of the president, his secretary 
of state and his secretary of the treasury. 
Between these three we have for the pur- 
poses of government the best statesman- 
ship and the best financial ability there 
is in the United States. They are not go- 
ing to sell out their country, neither are 
they going to deal heavily with France. 
Whatever moratorium and terms they are 
disposed tc? grant to France will be the re- 
sult of judgment and justice and likely 
to withstand criticism. At any rate, it is 
a comparatively small matter to disturb 
ourselves about, and certainly is not a 
cause for any disturbance until we know 
what France proposes and our own gov- 
ernment disposes.

"Weak ankles," "weak feet." pronated feet, sta- 


tic valgus and early flatfoot are various names for 
the beginning- of the commonest ol" acquired de- 
formities. - The condition is very prevalent among 
children, particularly girls 10 to 16 years old, and 
If neglected or "unintelligentl}- treated it tends to 
develop into permanent rigid flatfoot. 


Three factors contribute toward the occurance of 
"weak feet," namely (1) faulty nutrition, (2) neglect 
of physical education, and (3) improper footwear. 


The nutritional defect is not clearly defined as yet. 


but we are justified in assuming that the average 
dietary of children in the cities Is deficient in cal- 
cium phosphate, which is an important constituent 
of ligament, muscle and bone, and that .the diet- 
ary is often deficient aJso in vitamins which are 
essential for the growth and development of nor- 
mal muscles and ligaments. Both the calcium phos- 
phate and the vitamins are available in adequate 
amounts in certain foods which for one reason or 
another children do not get in many urban homes. 
Those foods are pure fresh milk (unpasteurized, un- 
sterilized). the fresh greens and fresh vegetables 
| (preferably raw), and such fruit as oranges, prunes, 
grapes, bananas, strawberries. The. child under 16 
who does not take at least a quart of pure fresh 
milk dally is likely to suffer-from calcium shortage.
